--MORTGAGE BANK - 


POINTS OF A SWEDISH: 
‘INSURANCE SCHEME. 

The Swedish. Riksdag has now 
adopted ‘the Government ‘proposal 
for the establishment of a ship ‘mort- 
gage bank, whieh -has been under con- 


sideration for a long time past. As.a- 


basis fund it has been’ decided, that 
the. State shall place a. nominal 
amount of at least 10,000,000 kr. in 
at the disposal of the 
bank, and that the: head offices shall 
be at Gothenburg. 

As adopted, the scheme only applies 
#@ mechanically propelled ships, which 


jin their entirety have to be bull in- 


sured against both total loss and 
partial damage and expenses to-at 
Jeast the value attached to the ship 
by-the bank directors. However, in 
place of such. hull insurance, it is 
Prowided that approval can be given 
to the — su-calléed insurance _ interest 
in the: ship, to the extent that it is 
this .can happen - witheut 
negi ng the necessary security. of 
the bank, Moreover, “protection and 
indemnity” insuranees to be arrang- 
ed against a demand for compensa- 
tion which possibly can. arise in re- 
lation to the owners of the ship. In 
addition, the ship is: to 
against war dangers should the bank 
directors find this necessary. | 

The insurance policies are to ‘be con- 
tracted with Swedish institutions, al- 
though the bank directors -can even- 
tually ~ appro’ the entering . into 
foreign . policies when justifiable 
reasons for this step exist.
